Instead of making selections 
for Mechanical, Electrical and Diesel 
Engineering, however, officers select- 
ed, who submitted applications for 
these courses, will be ordered for post- 
graduate instruction in engineering 
without specifying their specialty. 

The selections appearing below are 
for instruction in Ordnance, Com- 
munications, Law, Aeronautical and 
Gas Engineering, in addition to the 
combined class in mechanical, 
trical and Diesel engineering.

HILE President Hoover in a spe- 

cial statement this week elabo- 
rated on that phase of his annual mes- 
sage recommending the establishment 
of a Public Works Administration to 
take over public construction includ- 
ing the rivers and harbors work now 
administered by the Corps of Army 
Engineers, indications are that any 
| measure tampering with the work of 
Army engineers will have “tough 
sledding” in this Congress. 

President Hoover on Dec. 29 an- 
nounced that it would be a major ac- 
complishment of the present session 
of Congress if legislation were adopt- 
ed providing for a general reorganiza- 
tion of the Federal Government, in- 
cluding the consolidation of bureaus, 
and government functions, the elimi- 
nation of overlapping activities and the 
' curtailment of the growth of scattered 
agencies. This statement undoubtedly 
' will add impetus to the measures in 
Congress providing for the taking of 
rivers and harbors and other non- 
military activities from the Corps of 
Engineers. The President’s statement 
also probably will be quoted by those 
sponsoring. the creation of a Depart- 
ment of National Defense.

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Editors Give Opinions On Selections Of Geneva Conference Delegates 


Jan. 2, 1932 





THE announcement of the appointment of the United States delegates to the 

forthcoming Armament Conference at Geneva, and especially, the appoint- 
ment of Miss Mary Emma Woolley, has aroused considerable comment from the 
press. The appointment of Miss Wolley drew divergent comment from different 
papers, one believing that Miss Jane Addams would have been a better choice, 
and giving the inference that politics played a part in the selection. Another 
paper outlined Miss Woolley’s qualifications for the position The appointment 
of Senator Swanson also drew both adverse and favorable comment. 


HE New York Times (Independent Democratic), says of the woman delegate 
of the United States to the Arms Conference at Geneva: 

“Miss Woolley represents the interest of American women in disarmament. 
She has, to be sure, no technical knowledge of armaments, but is acquainted with 
the conditions which lead to armaments. Her 30 years in association with the 
highest type of young womanhood in America has permitted her to know the 
idealism which informs the practical ways of tihs democracy. But she has also 
seen America as a nation ‘born into the world with the purpose of serving the 
rest of the world as much as it serves itself.’ She has participated actively in 
several conferences that have illustrated that purpose and policy—notably in 
the Pacific Relations Institute of 1927. 

“While she has been building on the foundation of the seminary of Mary 
Lyon a modern college which has a place among the five leading women’s col- 
leges of America, she has not shut herself away from the horizons which every 
college teacher and student should have. She has given ample proof of great 
ability in getting things done in a quiet, unsensational way.” 


¢ AMBASSADOR DAWES, who severely criticized the appointment of career 

men to represent this country at the Tripartite Naval Conference in 1927 
and who was one of the delegates at the London conference last year, is now 
going to have a chance to show what he can do as the principal American spokes- 
man at the biggest disarmament conference of them all,” states the Baltimore 
Sun (Independent Democratic). “His selection as the head of the American dele- 
gation to go to Geneva in February is open to no criticism. Experienced in nego- 
tiation, well acquainted with world affairs and moved by sympathy for the cause 
to which the conference will be devoted, he may be expected to bring the full 
force of a direct and strong personality to bear on the knotty problems con- 
fronting the disarmament parley. 

“Not so much is said, however, for the President’s action in naming a woman 
to the Geneva delegation simply because of her sex. _To have designated Miss 
Jane Addams to attend the conference would have been appropriate, for Miss 
Addams has a long record of intelligent interest and activity in connection with 
disarmament matter. But, while Dr. Mary Emma Wolley, who has been named 
as the woman member of the delegation, is possessed of high qualifications in 
the field of scholarship and law, she seems to have been given the appointment 
solely on the ground that she is a woman. The President would show an 
enlightened concern for the success of the conference if he had picked all mem- 
bers of the delegation on the score of their qualifications for this particular job. 

“Mr. Hoover’s attitude in this instance lends some color to the suspicion 
that he is playing politics with appointments to Geneva. This suspicion is 


as a spokesman of the Democratic minority in the Senate, but there will be no 
representative of the Republican majority, which is said to be too slender’ to 
permit the prolonged absence from this country of any Republican Senator. To 
give such considerations the weight the President seems to attach to them is 
hardly in accord with the idea that the conference is highly important in Mr, 
Hoover’s eyes.” : 


Prior to the announcement of the Arms delegates, the Providence, R. L, 

Journal, which stated that reliable reports named Senator Swanson to the 
delegation, and said the following about his qualifications: 

“He is a logical choice not merely because he is a member of the Com. 
mittee on Foreign Relations, but rather because he’s one of the ablest and best 
informed men in public life so far as armaments and their bearing upon 
amicable international relations are concerned. His selection in fact indicates 
that the high standard of excellence maintained in the appointment of American 
| delegations to previous international conferences on armaments is to prevail in 
the choice of the delegation going to Geneva in February.” 





| “THE United States goes to Geneva with no bargaining power in the shape 

of reducible armed forces, such as it had at the Washington and London 
naval conferences,” says the Washington, D. C., Star (Independent). “What 
it does have, and what may well prove to be of perhaps even greater persuasive 
potency, is the moral influence which its people possess. It is gratifying to 
learn that the American delegation at Geneva will be under instructions to use 
this moral influence to the uttermost—to the end of convincing our European 
friends that the key to disarmament is in their hands, that the lock which it 
fits closes the door to vital and indispensable political readjustments and that 
until they are made, excessive armaments and the suspicion and fear they breed 
are certain to remain a menace to peace.” 


“PRESIDENT HOOVER could hardly have made a happier choice of repre. 

sentative for the Democratic party in the American delegation to the dis 
armament conference at Geneva in February than Senator Swanson of Virginia,” 
avers the Chicago Daily News (Independent). “Even under normal circum- 
stances the task of representing the United States at such a conclave is arduous 
and requires infinite tact and firmness. Those qualities will be especially valu- 
able in the coming meeting. 

“It is essential that any agreement sanctioned by the American delegation 
at Geneva be ratified by Congress. Foreigners, not understanding our system 
of checks and balances, accuse us of bad faith if our representatives abroad sign 
agreements which later are repudiated by the Senate. Senator Swanson would 
be in a position to assist materially in the subsequent ratification of any agree- 
ments that may be made at Geneva by the delegation of which he is a member.” 


“ONE of the favorite expressions of the pacifists and internationalists is that 

the fate of the world and humanity hangs on the next Geneva conference,” 
claims the Valley City, N. D., Times Record (Republican). “If this is true 
then the world can be expected to vanish next year. For as desirable as inter- 
national limitation of armament agreement might be, there is every evidence at

“Grand Joint Exercise Number Four, 
to be held off Hawaii, will involve the 
Battle Force, under command of Ad- 
miral Leigh, which will be opposed to 
Army and Navy Forces at Hawaii un- 
der command of Maj. Gen. Briant H. 
Wells, USA, the commanding general, 
Hawaiian Department, U. S. Army. 

“The general object of this joint ex- 
ercise is to continue the development of 
coordination and cooperation between 
the Army and the Navy, and to train 
the two Services in the joint operations 
involved in the attack of a defended 
area and in the joint operations in- 
volved in the defense of such an area. 
More specifically, the joint exercise will 
attempt to determine the effectiveness 
of an air, surface and land attack 
against Hawaii and the adequacy of the 
air, surface and sub-surface and land 
defenses of Hawaii to repel such an at- 
tack. 

“Joint Exercise Number Four will 
commence at 5 a. m., Feb. 6. General 
details only will be given the opposing 
force commanders. Exact details of the 


attacking force and the defending force 


' will be withheld from the opposing 
force commanders in order more closely 
to simulate the “war conditions” attend- 
ant on the problem to be solved. In 
view of this, the War and Navy De- 
partments desire to give no further 
details of the exercise until it has been 
concluded. 

“The joint exercise is scheduled to 
| be completed Feb. 11, at which time 
all units of the Battle Force will an- 
chor in the Hawaiian area. With the 
exception of certain forces detailed to 
sail from Hawaii to join the Scouting 
| Force in preparation for Fleet Problem 
XIII, all units will remain in the Ha- 
waiian area until March 8 for upkeep, 
supply, liberty, tactical exercises, gun- 
nery practices, a critique of Grand 
Joint Exercise Number Four, and pre- 
paration for Fleet Problem XIII. 

“Fleet Problem XIII will be staged 
off the Pacific Coast between units of 
the Battle Force, to be commanded by 
Adm. Richard H. Leigh, USN, and the 
Scouting Force augmented by certain 
Battle Force ships, to be commanded by 
Vice Adm. Arthur L. Willard, USN. 

“Adm. Frank H. Schofield, USN, 
commander-in-chief, United States 
Fleet, will act as chief observer and 
chief umpire of the problem. 

“In this problem the Battle Force 
(Blue) with a convoy of troopships will 
attempt to seize a foothold on the West 
Coast in the face of Scouting Force 
(Black) attacks. In carrying out the 
opening phases of the problem, the Bat- 
tle Force will leave Hawaii about 
March 8. The Scouting Force will oper- 
ate from the San Pedro-San Diego area 
in such manner as best to prevent the 
attainment of Blue’s objective. 

“The Blue force to be commanded 
by Admiral Leigh in this problem will 
consist of the following units of the 
U. S. Fleet, except vessels absent for 
overhaul or other reasons: 

“USS California; Battleships, Battle 
Force; Cruisers, Battle Force; Destroy- 
ers, Battle Force; less two plane guard 
destroyers; Aircraft, Battle Force, less 
USS Lexington, USS Gannet; Mine- 
craft, Battle Force; Train Squadron 
Two, less aircraft; Transport Force 
(represented by designated auxiliaries).

Detroit Wins Trophy 

LOSELY following her victory in

Press Engineer Plan 


(Continued from First Page) 
La Follette has his bill in the Senate 
{as reported in the Army and Navy 
Journal of Dec. 26, 1931) which would 
transfer rivers and harbors work to a 
Public Works Administration. 

Representative John J. Cochran, of 
St. Louis, Mo., Democratic chairman 
of the committee on expenditures in 
executive departments, promised to 
hold early hearings on the President’s 
public works proposal. 

“T am in agreement,” he said, “with 
President Hoover that there should be 
a general reorganization of the Gov- 
ernment Departments. The President 
in his message to Congress referred 
briefly to his plan. I personally talk- 
ed with one of his secretaries, Walter 
H. Newton, about 10 days ago, and re- 
quested that he furnish me at his ear- 
liest convenience a more detailed 
statement as well as the draft of any 
bill that might be prepared. 

“Every member of the committee I 
have discussed the matter with is 
ready and willing to approve my plan 
for early hearings. Personally I will 
insist that the question of saving jobs 
for the faithful be eliminated. It is 
the desire to retain individuals in of- 
fice that has impeded progress on re- 
organization in the past. Ever since 
I have been a member of Congress I 
have advocated reorganization of the 
Government departments. Useless bu- 
reaus and commissions should be abol- 
ished.” 

While Mr. Cochran will conduct im- 
partially the hearings on the subject, 
it is known that he personally is op- 
posed to any change in the set-up or 
work of the Corps of Engineers. The 
Corps of Engineers, he pointed out 
this week, has one of the most en- 
viable records in governmental his- 
tory for unbiased administration and 
integrity in the conduct of rivers and 
harbors. 

“While there have been evidences of 
graft and waste in other parts of the 
government,” Mr. Cochran declared, 
“the Corps of Engineers is one place 
where the people get one hundred 
cents worth of work for every dollar of 
appropriations.” 

Maj. Gen. Charles H. Martin, USA- 
ret., Representative from Oregon, is 
& member of the Committee on Ex- 
penditures in Executive Departments. 
General Martin said last week that he 
Will oppose with all his efforts any at- 
temnt to take from the Army engi- 
neers the work it is now doing in riv- 
ers and harbors improvement or to in- 
Volve it with any other government 
agency. The Engineers, he pointed 
out, have an enviable record for ef- 
ficiency and integrity in the conduct 
of those affairs, so nothing could. be 
gained to the government by a trans- 
fer, while, on the other hand, such a 
transfer would interfere greatly with 
the military and professional training 
of the Corps. 

President Hoover in his proposed 
Statement issued Dec. 29 said, “The 
most constructive direction for econ- 
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- omy in Federal expenditure beyond a 


rigid reduction of appropriations and 
the resolute opposition to new appro- 
priations lies in the consolidation of 
Government bureaus and general re- 
organization of the Federal govern- 
ment. I have recommended this re- 
organization in public addresses, re- 
ports and messages to Congress 
throughout the past 10 years. * * * 


“Outstanding amongst these reor- 
ganizations would be consolidation of 
all constructional activities of the 
Government under an Administrator 
of Public Works to serve all the De- 
partments. * * * ” 


Mr. Hoover did not refer to rivers 
and harbors or the Corps of Engineers 
in his prepared statement, but speak- 
ing orally to members of the press he 
said that the proposed public works 
administration would include a num- 
ber of services now in the Department 
of the Interior like the Bouldér Dam 
work, lighthouse construction now per- 
formed by the Department of Com- 
merce, prison building now done by 
the Department of Justice and Rivers 
and Harbors improvement now per- 
formed by the War Department. 


The President said that he did not 
propose to place actual military con- 
struction, including forts and navy 
yards, in the proposed administration. 
The Army engineers who are now in 
charge of rivers and harbors work 
would be transferred to the public 
works administration to continue their 
supervison of the same activities, the 
President said. 

Thus the situation is now develop- 
ing from three angles: President Hoo- 
ver at the White House, Representa- 
tive Williamson in the House of Rep- 
resentatives and Senator La Follette in 
the Senate. Doubtless there will be 
considerable discussion of it this ses- 
sion with a possibility of some sort of 
bill becoming enacted, but with con- 
siderable opposition to the inclusion 
therein of any meddling with the work 
and training of the Corps of Engi- 
neers. 

The situation has aroused consider- 
able discussion in the Army. The 
Military Engineer, the publication of 
the Society of American Military 
Engineers, in January-February issue 
just issued, quotes the recommenda- 
tions contained in the President’s an- 
nual message and comments thereon 
as follows: 

“The merits of this recommendation 
will undoubtedly be thoroughly dis- 
cussed and carefully considered before 
it is acted upon by the Congress. No 
such discussion will be attempted here. 

“It is not quite clear as to how the 
‘Public Works Administration’ is ex- 
pected to function. Until the details 
of the recommendation are given in 
full it is impossible to say whether the 
proposed new establishment would be 
a department to whose charge would 
be transferred the complete contro] and 
operation of all governmental activities 
involving building and construction or 
whether it would be, as may perhaps be 
inferred from the language quoted, 
merely an agency to handle details of 
construction on works whose general 
control and direction remain with other 
departments as heretofore. No proper 
discussion of the recommendation can 
be attempted until it is more com- 
pletely set forth in a detailed bill pre- 
sented to the Congress for action. 

“The part to be played by the Corps 
of Engineers in supervising River and 
Harbor work is also uncertain. It is 
presumed that the entire management 
of all our River and Harbor operations 
would be transferred to the new es- 
tablishment, that the War Department 
would retain mo supervision of the 
work whatever, that the Corps of En- 
gineers, as an organization would be 
relieved of all responsibility for it, 
but that individual officers of the Corps 
would be detailed from time to time to 
serve under the Public Works Admin- 
istrator as officials in charge of vari- 
ous River and Harbor districts. 

“If such is the plan, its efficiency 
seems doubtful. The success which has 
attended the administration of this 
work by the Corps of Engineers is ad- 
mitted by the provision that officers of 
the Corps shall be retained on the 
work. What is overlooked is the fact 
that such success as the Corps of En- 
gineers has had has been due to the 
fact that the complete control of the 
work has been made in the hands of 
an organized, disciplined body of offi- 
cers free from the control of politics 
and influenced solely by what the Corps 
through its River and Harbors Board 
and its Chief conceived to be the best 





interests of the country. Mistakes have 





been made in the past and mistakes 
will be made in the future, for noth- 
ing perfect has yet been found; but, 
save in one single instance, no one has 
ever charged that graft and corruption 
were involved in the execution of any 
work or in the inception of any project. 

“The success of the Corps has not 
been due to any individual superiority 
of its members. Army Engineer offi- 
cers do not claim to be any more able 
or efficient than hundreds of other en- 
gineers throughout the country. If 
they have succeeded with our River 


and Harbor work they have succeeded 
primarily because of the system which 
was followed and not because of indi- 
vidual excellence. If the system is 
abolished its advantages can not be re- 
tained by detailing Engineer officers to 
serve as mere cogs in a new machine 
for which they have not been designed 
and are probably not fitted.”

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75 Lose Active Duty Pay 
AS a result of the decision to close 

the Navy’s main recruiting stations 
at Boston, New York, Brooklyn, Phil- 
adelphia, Chicago, Milwaukee, San 
Francisco, and Seattle, on Jan. 31, 1932, 
as a measure of economy, approximate- 
ly 75 members of the Fleet Naval Re- 
serve who have been performing active 
duty in this connection, will be relieved 
from duty before the end of the fiscal 


year. 

In reverting to inactive duty the ac- 
tive duty pay and allowances of these 
men will stop. They will, however, re- 
ceive the retainer pay given to trans- 
ferred Fleet Reservists, as all of them 
have had at least 16 or 20 years’ active 
service in the Navy and are eligible for 
the compensation paid to men with this 
service. 

Some 25 additional Fleet Reservists 
will remain on active duty after the 
close of this fiscal year, mainly yeoman, 
storekeepers and pharmacists’ mates, 
and they will probably be continued for 
another year’s duty. 

The Bureau of Navigation’s announce- 
ment as to the cessation of active duty 
follows: 

“As a measure of economy the 
main recruiting stations at Boston, 
New York, Brooklyn, Philadelphia, Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee, San Francisco, and 
Seattle will be closed on Jan. 31, 1932. 
For the time being the substations at- 
tached to the above main stations will 
be assigned to certain other main sta- 
tions effective Jan. 1, 1932. 

“The Reservists on recruiting duty 
attached to the eight stations to be 
closed will remain on recruiting duty in 
the same localities until March 31, 
1982, when they will be placed on in- 
active duty. This includes substation 
reservists, 

“Reservists except those doing dis- 
bursing duty attached to other stations 
than the above, will be placed on inac- 
tive duty between March 31 and June 
30, 1932. 

“Reserve pharmacist’s mates on re- 
cruiting duty attached to other than 
the closed stations will be retained on 
recruiting duty until their two year 


term has expired.”

Cruisers to Battle Force 


NITIAL movement of ships in the 

reorganization of Cruiser Divisions 
of the United States Fleet will occur 
Jan. 4, when Cruiser Division Three, 
commanded by Rear Adm. C. H. 
Woodward, USN, is detached from the 
Scouting Force, operating fn the At- 
lantic, and sails from Boston for San 
Diego to join the Battle Force, based 
in the Pacific. 

Ships of Cruiser Division Three 
leaving Boston on that date will be the 
USS Omaha, flagship, commanded by 
Capt. A .C. Pickens, USN, USS 
Cincinnati, commanded by Capt. F. H. 
Poteet, USN; and USS Concord, com- 
manded by Capt. N. E. Nichols, USN. 
The USS Milwaukee, commanded by 
Capt. H. G. S. Wallace, USN, and nor- 
mally attached to Cruiser Division 
Three, will remain on the east coast 
temporarily in Cruiser Division Two, 
carrying out gunnery exercises and 
navy yard overhaul until April 6, 
when it will sail for San Diego to re- 
join Cruiser Division Three. 

The inclusion of Cruser Division 
Three in the Battle Force will mark 
the first time cruisers have operated 
in the Pacific since World War days, 
when such cruisers as the USS Pitts- 
burgh, recently sold for scrapping, and 
the USS Rochester, soon to be placed 
on the disposal list, combed the west- 
ern coastlines of the two Americas in 
search of suspected German raiders. 

Transfer of Cruiser Division Three 
to the Battle Force is in line with 
the Department’s plan to attach 6-inch 
gun cruisers to the main fighting arm 
of the United States Fleet as 8-inch 
gun cruisers become available for em- 
ployment in the Scouting force. In 
accordance with this plan, Cruiser Di- 
vision Two, consisting of 6-inch gun 
cruisers, now operating with the 
Scouting Force, will be transferred 
to the Battle Force after 8-inch gun 
cruisers now building are commissioned 
and “shaken down” for service with the 
Scouting Force. 

The itinerary of Cruiser Division 
Three to the Pacific will be as fol- 
lows: Leave Boston Jan. 4, arrive 
Hampton Roads Jan. 5; leave Jan. 7, 
arrive Canal Zone Jan. 10; leave Jan. 
14, arrive San Diego, Jan. 23. 

Cruiser Division Three will receive 
its first training in its new duty with 
the Battle Force in the cruise of that 
unit from the San Pedro-San Diego 
area to Honolulu and return, Feb. 1 
to March 23. During this truise, the 
Battle Force will participate in Grand 
Joint Exercise Number Four with the 
U. S. Army, and Fleet Problem XIII 
with the Scouting Force. 

The USS Omaha, of Cruiser Division 
Three, has been designated by the De- 
partment as a relief flagship for the 
Commander-in-Chief, United States 
Fleet. The Commander-in-Chief will 
transfer his flag from the USS Penn- 
sylvania, battleship, to the Omaha 
whenever he wishes to make inspection 
trips to the East Coast or other dis- 
tant points. 


New Navigation Method 


NEW method of navigation for 

computing the altitude and azimuth 
of a heavenly body, conceived by Lt. 
Arthur A. Ageton, USN, while at the 
Navy Postgraduate School last year, 
is to be published by the Hydrographic 
Office. 

All of the usual problems of celes- 
tial navigation may be solved by the 
new method, which is short and simple 
and uniform under all conditions. The 
complications and vast amount of 
computations necessary in other navi- 
gational methods are not present in de- 
termining a position with the tables 
evolved by Lieutenant Ageton, as only 
two trigonometry functions are used, 
the secant and cosecant. 

Designated as “Dead Reckoning Alti- 
tude and Azimuth Tables, H. O. 211,” 
the new formula is now in the hands 





| of the printer and is expected to be 


issued in the near future. Navigators 
who have tried out the new method an- 
ticipate that it will supplant the older 
systems to a great extent. 
Lieutenant Ageton, who developed 
the method, is a graduate of the Na- 
val Academy, class of 1923, and at the 
present time is detailed as a White 
House aide. He is the recipient of a 





Steel Castings 


AN interesting discussion of the prob- 
lems presented in the production of 
steel castings for vessels of the Navy 
is contained in a paper read before the 
Society of Naval Architects and Ma- 
rine Engineers by Rear Adm. George 
H. Rock, Chief Constructor of the Navy. 
Admiral Rock’s remarks, in view of 
the failure of the stern post castings 
on some of the new heavy cruisers, were 
received with especial interest. In the 
opinion of Admiral Rock, the solution of 
the steel casting problem lies in closer 
cooperation between the designer, the 
pattern-maker and the foundry man, 
rather than in taking the manufacture 
of steel castings from the category of 
regular commercial output and making 
it a product of special work. 

The discourse of Admiral Rock tfol- 
lows: 

“The art of manufacture of steel 
castings has progressed enormously in 
recent years, and ship designers have 
taken advantage of the possibilities 
offered by their use. Because of their 
greater strength, marked economies of 
weight and cost are possible where they 
can be used in place of composition 
castings. Also, the elimination of com- 
position reduces galvanic corrosion of 
steel structures. Economies in cost are 
also possible where they can be used 
in place of forgings. While the use of 
steel castings in ship construction has 
been greatly increased, unfortunately 
this use has not been attended with en- 
tire success, and in many cases serious 
embarrassment has been caused by 
difficulties and delays in securing sat- 
isfactory castings and the failure of 
defective castings actually installed. 

“A study of the conditions leading to 
these failures appears to be in order, 
so that steps leading to remedying the 
difficulty may be suggested. The de- 
fects most generally found in many of 
the large hull castings are those gener- 
ally familiar to shipbuilders—shrink- 
age cracks, blow-holes and cavities. At 
times it has appeared that the require- 
ments of the designer were such that 
satisfactory steel castings could not be 
produced by the foundries. However, 
in each such case careful study of the 
problem and the adoption of special 
measures by the pattern-maker and the 
molder have proved the possibility of 
making satisfactory castings to meet 
the requirements. Apparently, the so- 
lution of the trouble lies to some extent 
in improved foundry practice, methods 
of molding, chilling, size and location 
of gates and risers, temperatures for 
pouring, etc. But this is not all, as in 
many cases difficulties have arisen due 
to the fact that the patterns were made 
by the shipyards without reference to 
the foundry man or without knowledge 
of the special methods, appliances and 
equipment to be used by the foundry in 
production to ensure satisfactory re- 
sults. It seems axiomatic that there 
must be close cooperation and contin- 
ual consultation between the pattern- 
maker and the foundry man. Indeed, 
a further step is definitely indicated, 
that the designers also must consult 
freely with the foundry man in de- 
signing the castings. Many features 
of design, form of castings, etc., which 
lead to difficulties of molding and de- 
fects in the castings, might readily be 
changed by the designer if informed 
of the circumstances. In brief, it ap- 
pears obvious that in order to obtain 
the full benefit from the use of steel 
castings in hull structures, in weight 
saving, increased strength, and reduc- 
tion in flaws, the designer, the pattern- 
maker and the foundry man must have 
a clear understanding, each of the 
other’s problems, methods and limita- 
tions. To accomplish this, free and con- 
tinued consultations are essential, and 
if there were no other reason for this 
than the foundry facilities, the effort 
would be worth while; however, the 
real value lies in obtaining a pattern 
designed to permit the foundry to ob- 
tain the best results based on its ex- 
perience with that particular type of 





casting. Almost no two types of cast- | 


ings used in hull structures are alike 
as regards the design of the pattern, 


core boxes, location of gates and risers. | 


It must be remembered that satisfac- 
tory steel castings of large weight and 
complicated design, with the shape and 
thickness of sections changing abrupt- 
ly throughout the castings, cannot be 
made by ordinary rule-of-thumb meth- 
ods, nor without a thorough understand- 
ing of the properties of steel and its al- 
loys and their action when cast. The

large castings a special study and de- 








sign his mold only after such study. He 


_must insist on proper casting and pat- 


tern design. The successful steel 
foundry man today is a good metallur- 
gist and is qualified technically in all 
phases of steel manufacture. 


“Tt has been suggested, as a solution 
of the present difficulties in securing 
satisfactory hull castings, that the spec. 
ification requirements ffor tensile 
strength, elongation, etc., for these 
castings be definitely increased with a 
view to forcing the closer attention of 
the foundry to both manufacture and 
heat treatment, and, if necessary, the 
use of special alloys to meet these ree 
quirements. This would, of course, 
make these castings special and proba- 
bly they could not be produced along 
with regular commercial castings, and 
there would be an increase in cost 
However, with the emphasis on weight 
saving, special measures are necessary 
throughout the construction of naval 
vessels, and the foundry man cannot 
expect to be exempted. That it is pos- 
sible regularly to produce steel castings 
practically without flaws or physical 
defects may be doubted by some, but 
the experience in the manufacture of 
east steel anchor chain would seem to 
be ample indication of the possibilities, 

“Having in mind the necessity for 
weight saving imposed by the Wash- 
ington and London Treaties on the Lim- 
itation and Reduction of Naval Arma- 
ment, the importance of the use of steel 
castings is outstanding, and by the use 
of alloy steels greater strength and re- 
liability can be secured. Also the use 
of corrosion resisting steel castings in 
place of the numerous bronze castings 
is highly desirable, not only in the ine 
terest of weight saving but for econ 
omy. 

“In all of the foregoing, there is a 
note of warning to the foundry man, 
as with the possibilities of building up 
tendency on the part of the shipbuild- 
er, having in mind the difficulties of 
securing steel castings, to turn to the 
use of structures built up by are- 
welding. 

“A means for making studies of the 
internal structure of steel castings long 
has been desired ardently. Determina- 
tion of the presence of hidden flaws— 
blow-holes, cracks and cavities—before 
the casting leaves the foundry, is of 
the greatest importance. Often they 
come to light in the machining opera- 
tion, and the casting must be replaced 
with loss of expense of machining and 
delay which often involves even greater 
loss. Often they develop through fail- 
ure in service, with consequent incon- 
venience and loss. More often they 
remain hidden, but the thickness and 
sectional areas of castings often are 
increased to discount the possibility of 
such hidden flaws. It is obviously, there- 
fore, of importance from the point of 
view of subsequent expense or loss to be 
able to examine castings before leaving 
the foundry, but it is also of import- 
ance from the point of view of improv- 
ing foundry practice, particularly on 
subsequent castings from the same pat- 
tern. Some use has been made of 
X-rays for examination of castings, 
but the limitations are such as to ren- 
der it of use only in a small portion 
of the output of a steel foundry making 
large castings. A study made by the 
Naval Research Laboratory at Wash- 
ington of the possibility of making ra- 
diographic examination of castings 
with the gamma-ray has led to the de- 
cision by the Bureaus of Construction 
and Repair and of Engineering to adopt 
that method of examination of steel 
castings. The gamma-ray is an ema- 
nation from radium, and the Navy has

(Continued from Preceding Page) 
purchased one-half a gramme of ra- 
dium sulphate for the purpose. 

“A discussion of some of the more 
important of the different hull castings 
will offer interest. Obviously one of 
the most important of the hull castings 
is the stern frame casting which closes 
the hull structure at the stern and sup- 
ports the rudder, taking the stresses 
occasioned through steering. It is also 
in this casting that failures in service 
have occurred, causing serious expense 
and delay in replacement. In each case, 
the casting developed cracks and ra- 
diographic examination showed addi- 
tional hidden flaws proving the castings 
in each case to have been unsound and 
not of high-grade material. 

“The manufacture of deck ring liner 
castings for 8-inch gun-turret mounts 
presented such great difficulties to the 
foundries that at one time it was 
thought not to be possible to secure 
satisfactory castings. This casting is 
23 feet in diameter, weighing 10,000 
pounds in the rough, and having a con- 
stantly changing section with shear and 
camber to suit the deck. To avoid ex- 
cessive weight and machining costs, it 
was necessary to cast and anneal this 
ring to within one-quarter of an inch | 
of a true circle. Special study of the 
problem of producing this casting led | 
to the decision to make it entirely in | 
cores, about 82 cores being necessary. 
A circuar annealing furnace was built 
up especially to care for annealing. 
While these measures were expensive, 
they were much less so than the numer- 
pus losses that had been experienced 
in attempting production in the usual 
manner without special measures.”

RUMBLINGS CONTINUE of the purpose of members of the Senate and House 

to press for a reduction in pay of all members of the Government. The 
cuts proposed run from ten to twenty per cent. The estimates of savings range 
from $100,000,000 to $300,000,000. If legislation incorporating any blanket cut 
should be enacted, only the President, the Vice President and Judges, who enjoy 
constitutional exemption, would escape curtailment of their compensation. What 
makes it improbable that the legislation will be enacted is that the office holders 
throughout the country would emphatically resent economies applied directly to 
them, and they would make their resentment felt in the presidential elections 
next November. Moreover, President Hoover is believed to be opposed to any 
such plan, and probably would veto a bill putting it into force. 





"THE COUNTRY CANNOT be propsperous unless the farmers are prosperous. 
This is a truism. However, the Farm Board has conclusively demonstrated 
its inability to help the rural district. Nevertheless, it is asking for an additional 
appropriation of $125,000,000. Senator Norbeck, of North Dakota, who is opposed 
to the policy of government purchase of a commodity, told us that one em- 
ployee of the board has drawn $70,000. It is revealed that the compensation of 
an attorney for the board was $20,000. It occurs to us that the brakes should 
be put on this kind of wasteful expenditure. When the salaries and expenses of 
the Farm Board are compared with the niggardly pay received especially by the 
junior officers of the Army, the Navy and the Marine Corps, the injustice which 
is suffered by the latter will be apparent. This, however, is not the only com- 
parison that reveals the truth. The Interdepartmental Pay Board report tabu- 
lated salaries received both in the Government and in civil life for the same kind 
of work, and the disadvantages under which the Services, with their greater 
responsibility and labor, stood out clearly. If there is to be any blanket cut, the 
Regular Establishments should be exempted. ’

— to the Public Works Administration which he desires to create. It is evi- 
ent that his mind continues to dwell on the idea of rotating the Corps of- En- 
— to the new administration, to use his phraseology. We are glad to note 
~ aes opposition in Congress to use of the Corps under any other branch 
eg! e Army. The truth is that Congress realizes the country’s confidence in 
e Corps and its unwillingness to relieve it of the responsibility of spending the 
millions appropriated annually for river and harbor work. Indeed Congress 
itself, if the real desire of the members can be revealed, prefers this work to be 
handled by the Corps. Local interests force Congressmen to seek appropria- 
tions for improvements which the latter know to be unwise, and it is of great 
help to them to appear before the board and have the board refuse its recom- 
mendation. On one occasion, practically the entire membership of the Rivers 
and Harbors Committee of the House urged the board to recommend a project. 
The refusal of the board met with complete acceptance at the Capitol. Con- 
gress also realizes the important part engineers play in war, and appreciates the 
importance of their continued and exclusive service with the Army. But the 
fact that the President has made the recommendation, and that civil engineers 
and contractors are strong politically, make it likely that consideration will be 
given to the proposal. We shall hope that there the matter will stop. 





Bye age er ont of vgn in Manchuria continue to furnish a lesson as 

e consequences of unpreparedness. China depended upon forei in- 
terests to maintain her territorial integrity. In sennecnntuliens to the Eane 
of Nations and the United States she has denounced Japan for extending control 
over Southern Manchuria, and has pointed out that the inevitable consequences 
will be injury to the rights and trade of other nationals. The League of Nations 
and the United States repeatedly protested at Tokyo, expressed their concern, 
besought Japan to halt her armies, and received various explanations and one 
or two rebuffs; and the Japanese troops continued to move forward. The Chinese 
forces, termed sometimes bandits and sometimes bandits cooperating with regu- 
lars, were brushed aside without difficulty, and now have retreated behind the 
Great Wall. Again the fact is demonstrated that a well armed nation, with a 
fixed policy and the will to execute it, finds it comparatively easy to achieve 
its objective. Pacifists in the United States, please take note. 





RICHARD VICTOR OULAHAN, the beloved Washington correspondent of the

Class B Rank 


REVERSING its former stand, the 

War Department has reported fa- 
vorably ‘on a bill to extend the privi- 
leges of the War-time Rank to officers 
in the Class B status. 

In a letter to the Chairman of the 
Military Affairs Commitee of the 
Howse, the Secretary of War declared 
that he favored the enactment of H. 
R. 222, the measure introduced by 
Maj. Gen. [2s Martin, USA, ret., 
Democratic Representative from 
Oregon. Although formerly opposing 
a similar measure, the War Depart- 
ment said that further consideration 
of the matter had changed their view. 

Officers placed in Class B, were so 
assigned, it was said, because they 
were unsuitable, and not as a punish- 
ment. If they are denied the benefit 





of the War-time Rank Act, it would 
act as a punishment and might tend 
to make the transfer seem as a dis- 
honorable termination of service for 
an officer, whereas the transfer to 
Class B is entirely honorable. Twenty- 
eight officers are affected by the bill. 











Witt the announcement by the Chi- 
nese authorities in Peiping on 
Dec. 29 that their garrison at Chin- 
chow would be withdrawn, as it admit- 
tedly could not resist Japanese mili- 
tary pressure, the Japanese army stood 
dominant in South Manchuria, the 
whole region having been swept clean 
of the Chinese army that held it and 
the governmental agencies that rested 
on that force. This final result was 
obtained after a short operation con- 
ducted by a striking force of one rein- 
forced brigade, approximately 4,000 
strong. The theater of operations was 
defined by the Peiping-Mukden rail- 
way, which enters Manchuria at Shan- 
haikwan, and proceeds northeasterly 
through Chinchow (75 miles) to Kow- 
pangtze (110 miles). At this point the 
line splits into a “Y,” one branch run- 
ning almost due east to Yingkow, and 
the other proceeding north to Mukden. 
Serious fighting was confined to the 
southern branch. A Japanese advance 
up this line began in earnest Dec. 27. 
The expedition marched at the rate of 
almost 30 miles a day. It encountered 
a certain amount of organization op- 
position, but apparently never faced 
numbers that equaled its own size. 
Chinese resistance collapsed under ac- 
curate artillery fire and a _ certain 
amount of bombing from the air. 

No action of more than 40 minutes 
duration has been reported. On Dec. 
29, before the Japanese column had 
reached Kowpangtze, the orders for 
the evacuation of Chinchow had been 
promulgated by the Chinese. While 
the Japanese fought their way from 
Yingkow toward Kowpangtze, a second 
expedition had started down the rail- 
way from Mukden toward the same 
destination. They seem to have en- 
countered no opposition, but moved 
slowly, protecting the right flank of 
the main Japanese effort and threaten- 
ing the communications of the Chinese 
force that was opposing it. While for- 
mal hostilities are at an end in this 
area, it is reasonable to suppose that 
the advance toward Chinchow will con- 
tinue. 

Hostilities in Manchuria have with 
very few exceptions been confined to 
the immediate vicinity of the railroads. 
In consequence there has been very 
little demonstration of special or ab- 
normal supply methods. On the other 
hand, this canalizing of the fighting 
has required the Japanese to adopt a 
defense of the railway lines, which is 
at once elastic and effective. Indica- 
tions are that they have adopted a 
policy of lightly garrisoning a number 
of points along the railway and that 
they rely on aerial observation to de- 
tect the approach of large bodies of 
Chinese troops which are met by emer- 
gency concentrations. This system 
works extremely well because of the 
ascendancy which Japanese fighting 
units enjoy. Small Chinese raiding 
parties are afraid to come near the 
railroad and large bodies of troops are 
detected at a distance. Both the 
Japanese and the Chinese have made 
extensive use of armoured trains for 
patrol and combat purposes. 

The Japanese have undisputed con- 
trol of the air. While the Chinese pos- 
sess a number of airplanes, despite the 
fact that some 20 planes were captured 
by the Japanese in Mukden at the out- 
break of hostilities, so far as can be 
ascertained no Chinese plane has left 
the ground in Manchuria on a combat 
mission. The Japanese have used 
their air force on reconnoissance, at- 
tack, and bombing missions. It is evi- 
dent that they have been extremely ef- 
ficient in all these activities. Reports 
would indicate that two or three 
Japanese planes have been shot down 
from the ground when on attack mis- 
sions. 

The Japanese are known to have a 
number of tanks and armoured cars 
in Manchuria and they are reported to 
have used them at Mukden in the fight- 
ing that terminated in the capture of 
Tsitsihar and in the Chinchow expedi- 
tion: There is no data available as to 
their effectiveness. 

Both sides have been affected by the 
extreme cold of. the Manchurian Win- 
ter. Temperatures of zero and below 
have not interfered with the fighting. 
The Japanese seem to have suffered 
more casualties from frost bites than 
from any other cause, including sick- 
ness and wounds. The Chinese guard 
against the cold by wearing uniforms 
heavily padded with cotton, while the 
Japanese have issued goat skin jerkins 
and hoods to their soldiers. The 
frozen plains have permitted the 
Japanese the free use of motor trans- 
port and combat vehicles where neces- 
sary. 

In the operations to date the three 





high spots have been the application | 


of the Japanese war plan on Sept. 18- 
21, the fight for the capture of Tsit- 
sihar and the extreme efficiency and 
speed with which troops are moved 
either by rail or by march. The ap- 
plication of the Japanese war plan was 
so prompt and so thorough that within 
four days they had expelled all Chi- 
nese troops from the neighborhood of 
the South Manchurian railway and at 
the same time had split the Chinese 
Manchurian armies into three isolated 
groups with no chance of mutual sup- 
port. In the fight for Tsitsihar, 4,000 
Japanese marched and fought for 23 
hours in sub-zero temperature. In this 
time they drove back 20,000 Chinese 
troops a distance of 26 miles. Chinese 
resistance was obviously weak but it 
was nevertheless continuous. In their 
movements by rail and marching, it 
was apparent even to the distant ob- 
server that Japanese time tables work 
out precisely and this in spite of the 
fact that marches are long, and the 
units transported by rail, while not 
large, are extremely complex. 
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advocates would have us believe. On 
the whole, development by evolution, 
which is constantly increasing the ef- 
ficiency of the present organization, is 
much the sounder foundation upon 
which to build. * * * 

“To summarize, it may be stated: 

“(1) That national defense is not 
a clearly defined function that can be 
instrusted to a single service or to a 
single department. It is a function 
of the Executive, and all the depart- 
ments are involved in the discharge of 
this function. 

“(2) That the War and Navy De- 
partments are two of the several ex- 
ecutive agencies established by law to 
assist the President in carrying out 
his functions. Neither one nor both 
of these departments are exclusively 
charged with the functions of nation- 
al defense. 

“(3) That the Army and Navy are 
two of the several instruments estab- 
lished by law for making effective cer- 
tain policies of the Government. 

“(4) That the Army and the Navy 
have distinct missions which demand 
separate and specific equipment and 
training. 

“(5) That the duplication of effort 
and the expenditures resulting there- 
from are more apparent than real... . 
Where such duplication and expendi- 
ture exists corrective measures can 
be applied through means now avail- 
able. 

“(6) That unity of policies and 
plans and effective cooperation in 
joint operations of the Army and Navy 
is essential. 

“(7) That in the Joint Army and 
Navy Board, the Joint Army and Navy 
Planning Committee, the Joint Aero- 
nautical Board, the Army and Navy 
Munitions Board, the local joint plan- 
ning committees, and the Bureau of 
the Budget, as now established, effec- 
tive means exist to accomplish the 
results indicated in (6) above, and that 
experience and what has already been 
accomplished demonstrate that with 
the support of the Secretary of War 
and the Secretary of the Navy the 
means are adequate to the ends in 








view. 

“(8) That the proposal to consoli- 
date the War and Navy Departments 
into a single Department of National 
Defense should not be favorably con- 
sidered at the present time in that 
such action will not accomplish .the 





objects claimed for it by its sponsors, 
will adversely affect the efficiency of 
the Army and Navy and will serve to 


impose an additional agency between - 


these two agencies of the Commander 
in Chief, the President.” 


The general conclusions, presented , 


by Edwin Denby, Secretary of the | 
Navy, before the same committee at 
the completion of his statement seem 
to bear out the opinions offered by Sec- 
retary Weeks. They follow: 

“No two departments cooperate 
more completely than do the Army and 
Navy today. Such faults in adminis- 
tration as there may be in either de 
partment can be more easily cured 
now than under the proposed system. 
Neither department is flawless, nor is 
either distinguished by bad adminis- 
tration. It would be appropriate to 
point out where improvements can be 
made rather than to abolish both. They 
have a common purpose, the country’s 
defense, but frequently a wholly dif- 
ferent mission. To abolish the two 
departments and combine them into 
one would, in my opinion, gravely im- 
pair the morale of both the Army and 
the Navy, clog the administration of 
both, and so constitute a menace to 
the national defense.”

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SERVICE NEWS AND. GOSSIP 


Pay Cut Battle Rages—The holiday recess of Congress has seen no abatement of 
the war being waged between those for and against reducing the salaries of 
those on’ the government payroll. With the already underpaid Army and Navy 
constituting a portion of the interested but helpless witnesses, those super- 
economy advocates who favor this drastic gesture have poured forth volumes 
of pay-cut plans. However, it appears that during the past week, at least, those 
against the pay cuts have gained a certain degree of ascendency. 

One encouraging factor Is the report in authoritative circles that President 
Hoover is opposed to pay cuts except as a final resort in government economy. 
Officials of the National Federation of Federal Employes prophesied that “at 
the proper ‘time” President Hoover will express his disapproval of pay cuts. 
Certainly such a move would be in accordance with his past attitude and efforts 
to uphold the wage scales in commercial life. 

Representative Henry T. Rainey, Democratic floor leader, states that he 
favors reduction only as a last resort when other devices to reduce expenditures 
and to meet the deficit have failed. Should Congress decide to reduce pay, 
however, Representative Rainey said that the Army and Navy as well as mem- 
bers of Congress would be included. He does not feel, however, that incomes of 
less than $5,000 a year should be hit. 

Maj. Gen. Charles H. Martin, USA-Ret., Representative from Oregon, and a 
member of the important Committee on Expeidtures in the Executive Departments 
to which three pay-cut bills have been referred, is an outspoken opponent of pay 
cuts and may be expected to use his influence and to cast his vote in the com- 
mittee against any such legislation. 

“In spite of the statements in the press,” General Martin said this week, “I 
don’t believe there is any appreciable sentiment in Congress in favor of a pay 
cut. Members of Congress know that the government workers are underpaid 
now and that a pay cut would only be ‘peanut’ economy. As for the Army and 
Navy, they did not profit by any pay increases in boom times and they certainly 
should not suffer by pay cuts now. Fortunately, the President is against pay 
cuts, labor is opposed, so I do not believe that all the talk will have any effect.” 

Representative Frederick R. Lehlbach (Rep.), of New Jersey, ranking mem- 
ber of the Civil Service Committee, will emphatically oppose any reduction in 
Federal pay scales. “Any savings that might be effected would not be a drop in 
the bucket to hardships suffered by Federal workers losing those few extra dol- 
lars,” he said. Mr. Lehlbach predicted that no such legislation will ever be 
reported out of committee. The only chance for enactment, he said, is in the 
form of a rider to one of the appropriation bills. 

Outstanding among the proponents of pay cuts in this week’s parley was 
Senator W. E. Borah, of Idaho, who announced that he is having drafted for 
him a bill which would reduce by 10 per cent the salaries of those now receiving 

-between $3,000 and $10,000, and by 20 per cent on salaries of $10,000 and more. 

Senator James Couzens, of Michigan, says: “This business of cutting salaries 
is starting at the wrong point; let us make a 25 per cent cut in the salaries of 
members of Congress and Cabinet members.”

Disarmament Conference—The Administration is moving forward in its prepa- 
rations for the Disarmament Conference next month. Norman H. Davis, who 
was Assistant Secretary of the Treasury and under Secretary of State during the 
Wilson Administration, has been named as another Democratic member of the 
American Delegation. Mr. Davis is a banker, and while in the Treasury and 
State Departments especially handled foreign loans. His knowledge of foreign 
indebtedness is, therefore, thorough. As the question of debt revision has be- 
come entangled with that of disarmament, Mr. Davis’ experience is expected to 
be of application. One of the proposals which will be submitted is that of dis- 
armament by budget limitation. There are grounds for believing that this solu- 
tion, in one form or another, may come out of the negotiations, in spite of the 
higher wages and costs of American as compared with European service and 
production. Influencing the action of the Disarmament Conference will be the 
resolutions of the Reparations Conference, and the campaign against the United 
States to force debt cancellation. It may be, too, that the irritation of Japan 
against the United States may be fanned in order to secure at least debt re- 
vision, the European powers to pacify Japan the moment they have achieved 
their object. 

If we have to cancel, we know of no better way for Great Britain and 
France to pay partially their debts than by transferring their possessions in the 
American hemisphere to the United States. This suggestion, made by Con- 
gressman McFadden, aroused a storm in London and Paris, which heatedly de- 
claved they would not and could not barter in humanity. We have an idea both 
nations have so bartered in the past. However, whatever the proposals advanced 
and considered, we can see stormy times ahead for the Republic. We repeat 


that well armed we will be let alone. : 
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To Name Assistant Chief of the Air Corps—The nomination of a successor to 
Maj. Gen. Benjamin D. Foulois as Assistant Chief of the Air Corps is expected 
to be sent to Congress by the President when Congress convenes again on Jan. 
4. The vacancy was created on Dec. 20, when General Foulois’ appointment as 
Chief of the Air Corps took effect. Contrary to the usual procedure, no name has 
been forwarded to fill this position. Usually the appointment is made prior to 
the vacancy, ard the delay in this case is causing considerable speculation, both 
as to the likely appointee and as to the reasons for the departure from the usual 
procedure. 

The name mentioned most frequently in connection with the vacancy is that 
of Lt. Col. Roy Kirtland, who is now“in command at Langley Field, Va. Colonel 
Kirtland was mentioned prominently as a possible selection for the position of 
Chief of the Air Corps, and on the appointment-of General Foulois, his candidacy 
for the position vacated by the latter, was considered logical in many quarters.

Navy Physical Examinations—Officers of the Navy, who during the past few 
weeks have been taking their annual physical examination, are looking forward 
somewhat anxiously, in some cases at least, for the report of the examining 
board, which will determine whether their career will be cut short by physical 
disqualifications, or as in many cases, what minor defects will show up which 
ean be corrected. Based on previous examinations, it is predicted that the most 
frequent ailment noted will be defective sight. Last year’s examination revealed 
that 2,085 officers, or 22.45 per cent had errors of refraction. Of this number, 
1,468 had the defective sight corrected by glasses. Ten per cent of the officers 
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group, 663 had 20 per cent or more excess poundjage, while the remainder, 266 
were overweight to a less degree. The physical defect found next in the order 
of frequency is the opposite of the latter, 802 officers or over 8 per cent of the 
total number being underweight. Defective hearing was fourth in the order 
of frequency in the examination held last year, 673 officers being deficient in 
this respect. Two hundred and ninety-seven officers showed marked nasal de- 
fects; 244, hemorrhoids; 209, chronic tonsillitis; 177, defective color perception; 
65, heart trouble; and 110, flat feet.

Recent Ordnance Department Activities Among the recent activities of the 
Ordnance Department are a number of interesting projects, including machine 
gun material, fuze setter, and completion of tests on other material. 

Firings with the 3-inch Antiaircraft Truck Mount, T1, were conducted at Ft. 
Story, Va., under the service tests to which the mount is being submitted. Upon 
completion of these tests the mount will be disassembled and an examination 
made of the roller bearings used in the traversing machanism to determine 
whether or not they are suitable for use with the standard M2 mount. 


Slow motion pictures were taken at Aberdeen Proving Ground of firings of 
the Colt 37mm. Automatic A.A. Gun and mount to study the cause of the ex- 
cessive vibration which exists at present. 

Preliminary studies have been completed of a redesign of the Machine Gun 
Truck Mount, T2. The new design will be lighter than its predecessor and guns 
have been located above the sight to eliminate the smoke nuisance. 

Further modifications ar beieng made in the experimental combination 
ground and antiaircraft tripod mount, T4, which includes a change in the com- 
pensating spring to improve manipulation of the mount during ground fire and to 
increase the stability at high angle fire. Also it is believed that the new design 
will have an improved elevating jack. 

Designs for practically all of the accessories for a caliber .50 antiaircraft 
unit have been completed. The test of these accessories has been conducted at 
Aberdeen Proving Ground during the past antiaircraft exercises, which resulted 
in the adoption as standard for issue. A complete unit is being assembled at 
Springfield Armory for issue to an antiaircraft machine gun battery. Included 
in the accessories will be a water circulating system for cooling machine guns. 
It was found necessary to modify the water connections on the machine gun to 
provide a freer flow of water in order to get the capacity necessary to insure 
efficient cooling for the gun. A new design of link loading machine has also been 
standardized to permit more rapid loading of ammunition. Improvement has 
been made in the caliber .50 machine gun by providing alternate right and left- 
hand feeding mechanisms in order that the guns may be more efficiently used 
when mounted in groups. This arrangement makes it possible to greatly sim- 
plify the design of mount, as the guns can be placed more compactly on the 
mounts and still retain direct feeding from the ammunition racks. 

Additional studies are being made of a sub-caliber automatic mechanism for 
use in the standard .30 caliber machine gun in connection with target practice 
and training of antiaircraft funners. Consideration is also being given to stand- 
ard designs of existing mechanisms which are to be adapted to this gun, and it 
is expected that progress will be made in the next few months to indicate the 
results to be expected from the use of caliber .22 long rifle cartridges as sub 
caliber cartridges for antiaircraft gunnery training purposes. 

The pilot model of the Continuous Fuze Setter T7 was tested at Ft. Story 
recently and delivered to the Coast Artillery Board at Ft. Monroe, Vja., for 
service test. The fuze setter is designed to prevent rratic bursts which fre- 
quently occurred with the present design when a high rate of fire was attempted. 
This fuze setter is for the 21 second time fuze mark III, and is designed to im- 
prove the action of the present M2, M3, and M4 fuze setters with reference princi- 
pally to accuracy and the setting of the fuze without shearing fuze lugs. The 
T7 design eliminates the necessity for tensioning fuzes before use and obviates 
any erroneous setting due to accidental holding of the round while setting is in 


process.

Gas Helmets for Non-Rigid Airship Use—Request was made of the Air Corps 
Materiel Division, Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio, a short time ago for the design 
and procurement of a helmet to be worn by persons entering the gas compart- 
ments of airships of the internal suspension type for the purpose of making 
inspection or repairs. Work of this kind has been found necessary in connection 
with the ZMC-2 airship at Scott Field. Inquiry divulged the fact that, although 
nothing of this kind had ever been used in other government services, a crude 
helmet had been developed and used by the Metalclad Airship Corporation. 
This company, Air Corps officers cooperating, thereupon designed a more finished 
product for Air Corps use which is now under construction. 

This helmet, made of two-ply balloon fabric, fits over the head somewhat 
after the fashion of a deep sea diver’s, except that it is fastened tightly about 
the wearer’s neck on a collar of adhesive tape. A window of pyralin, approxi- 
mately 6x4 inches, is curved to fit the forehead and is held in place by adjust- 
able web straps inside the helmet which encircle the back of the head. Padding 
between the window and forehead insures comfortable wearing and places the 
window at a proper distance from the face. This is the only part of the helmet 
fastened to the head, the space inside the helmet acting as an air reservoir. 
The air supply and exhaust lines are located near the wearer’s mouth, the former 
being standard half-inch high pressure hose, the latter, 14 inches in diameter, 
the difference in size preventing the building up of pressure in the helmet. The 
air supply hose is led into the ballonet through an airtight fitting so that pres- 
sure can be maintained in the envelope. The air exhaust hose, however, exhausts 
into the ballonet space. This is necessary because thus it is exhausting against 
@ pressure equal to that in the gas space, and the presure in the helmet is 
sufficient to cause it to distend fully. If it led outside the envelope into the 
atmosphere, the pressure of the helium on the helmet would cause it to col- 
lapse tightly about the wearer’s head and there would not be enough reserve air 
in the helmet to allow a full breath. 

The two hose are taped together at intervals and fastened to a harness worn 
by the person entering the ballonet. An extra air cylinder for safety is now 
on the back. A rip panel in the helmet makes it possible in emergency to get 
air to the wearer more quickly than by removing the helmet. The gas helmet 
is, however, safe and efficient and there is virtually no limit to the time which 


the wearer may spend in the gaseous chamber without ill effects.

Annual Physical Examination of Officers—Army officers are preparing for the 
annual physical examination that determines their fitness for duty for the com- 
ing year. Arrangements are beeing made at ali posts and stations for this ex- 
amination. The plan followed in Washington, D. C., is of especial interest. Offi- 
cers are notified to appear at one of the temporary buildings at a certain time on 
a certain day. When they arrive, they disrobe in one room and are given papers. 
They are then routed through a succession of rooms, in each one of which some 
phase of the examination is conducted. In all, the time to examine one officer 
amounts to only about 20 or 30 minutes. Similar plans, but on smal] scales, are 
used at other stations, 
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House Military Committee Gets 930 Bills—From the opening of Congress, Dec. 7, 
until that body recessed on Dec. 22 for the holidays, a total of 930 public and 
private bills and resolutions were referred by Speaker Garner to the House 
Committee on Military Affairs. There will thus be no lack of material for 
activity on the part of the committee. Chairman Quin has announced, how- 
ever, that the committee will consider nothing until Miscle Shoals is out of the 
way, which he feels will be rather soon. 

This committee always has been a busy and productive one. Taking the 
last Congress (71st) as an example: During that Congress a total of 18,356 
pills and resolutions were introduced in the House of Representatives, out of 
which the Speaker referred 1,647 to the Military Committee (then under the 
chairmanship of Representative W. Frank James). The committee reported 516 
of these measures to the House, and 178 of them became law. When it is con- 
sidered that the total of all laws passed by that Congress was 1,524, the 178 of 
the Military Committee’s measures which were adopted makes a good percentage.

Fitness Report Changes—The Bureau of Navigation issued a letter to the naval 
service this week prescribing changes in the form used by commanding officers 
in reporting on the fitness of officers under their command. Under the heading, 
“Remarks,” in the old form, the commanding officer was advised by the form to 
“Give in this space a clear and concise estimate of this officer’s personal and 
military character, his fitness for promotion, any duty performed worthy of 
special mention, and any information which might be of value to the department 
in making assignments to duty.” Under the change the following two questions 
are asked in addition to the above: “Is this officer professionally qualified to per- 
form all the duties of his grade? Yes........ » No........ If deficient in any particu- 
lar, comment is required.” . 

The change was made to insure that a definite report was made. Often, it 
is said, the officer’s ability was discussed by his commanding officers without 
giving a specific recommendation. The other change makes it certain that offi- 
cers performing two or more duties be given a rating as to his ability in each 
particular assignment. 

Until the present supply of these forms is exhausted reporting seniors will 

cause the above changes to be made on the typewriter when submitting reports 
on fitness, it is ordered. °." 
Engineering Competition Board Reconvenes—The special board, headed by Rear 
Adm. Orin G. Murfin, Judge Advocate General of the Navy, appointed to con- 
sider the advisability of reorganizing the engineering competitions among 
vessels of the Navy, will be reconvened on Jan. 2, to draft a final report advo- 
cating far-reaching changes. In September, the Murfin Board, after exhaustive 
consideration of the subject, submitted a tentative report and adjourned to allow 
their proposals to be reviewed by the various force and bureau heads. The pre- 
liminary report suggested the abolishment of the all-Navy engineering com- 
petition for each class of vessel and the substitution of a system whereby com- 
petition would be confined to vessels of the same type performing the same 
duties in the same locality. 

One of the principal objections to the present system is that the climatic 
and weather conditions under which one force or squadron operates, differ 
greatly from those experienced by another group, and that therefore one group 
has an advantage over the other. Adoption of the system advanced by the. board 
would remove this objection, it is thought. The dissatisfaction with the present 
system brought about the appointment of the board and all of the objections 
were taken up and considered at length. Quite some space is devoted in the re- 
port to the question of allowances, in an endeavor to arrive at some readjust- 
ment which will satisfy the numerous complaints on this score. Discontinuance 
of the award of an engineering trophy for each class of vessels and the substi- 
tution of force competitions would have a far reaching effect, for it would upset 
the system of naming each year the winner in each class in battle efficiency. 
Battle efficiency pennants could not very well be awarded upon gunnery and com- 
munication competitions alone, it is thought. The board in their study considered 
this phase of the matter, but in pointing it out, did not attempt to settle the 
question. 

Under the board’s plan, prize money for selected members of the crew of 
the winning vessels would be continued. Although there has been a difference of 


cpinion as to the advisability of awarding prize money, some believing it is bad | 
in principle, the board would retain this feature of the present system. With | 
several winning ships in each class of vessel, the amount paid to each individual | 


would be decreased, however, as no increase of appropriations for this item is 
contemplated. However, if the award of prize money for the greatest improve- 
ment winners is discontinued, as is suggested, the reduction in the amount of 
the individual prize money would be small, it is estimated. 

Varied comment and recommendation has been received as to the report, and 
the board is expected to be in session for about a month considering and draft- 
ing a final report. The final recommendations are expected to be before the Chief 
of Naval Operations early in February. and if adopted will be placed in effect 
for the next fiscal year. Members of the board are: Rear Adm. O. G. Murfin, 
Comdr. H. B. Hird, member of the staff of the Commander-in-Chief of the United 
States Fleet; Comdr. W. W. Wilson, of the Division of Fleet Training, and Lt. 
Comdr. J. W. Reeves, jr., of the Bureau of Engineering.

Express Gratification at Miss Woolley’s Appointment—Mrs. Carrie Chapman 
Catt, chairman of the National Committee on the Cause and Cure of War, is 
reported in the press as being highly gratified by Miss Woolley’s appointment 
as a delegate of the United States to the Arms Conference to be held in Geneva 
this February. 

Mrs. Catt stated: “Miss Woolley’s appointment is a meritorious one. It is 
a noteworthy recognition of her many contributions in the field of education and 
international. relations.” 

Mrs. Catt stated that her organization regarded “the naming of the first 
woman to such an important post as a material step forward, not only in the 
universal demand for armaments reduction and the companionate decrease in the 
tax burdens of the world, but as a justifiable recognition of the important part 
women are taking in world affairs.”

British Armored Car Regiments and Horses—The annual cost of a British armored 
car regiment will exceed that of a horsed cavalry regiment by between five and 
ten per cent, according to the estimate submitted to Brig. Gen. Clifton Brown 
by Mr. Duff Cooper, financial secretary to the War Office. The figure, it was 
explained, depends on the life of the cars, as to which sufficient experience 
was not yet available to give close estimate. Estimates for the comparative ex- 
penditures of armored car and horsed cavalry organizations have not been com- 
pleted for the United States Army. 

As for the horses used by the British Army, Mr. Cooper stated that it was 
the policy to purchase horses in Great Britain whenever possible, but that the 
supply was not sufficient to meet the demand, hence, a proportion of the animals 
were secured from the Irish Free State. Horses were only purchased from for- 
eign countries, he said, for troops in or near those countries. 

He gave the following figures for horses purchased during the past five 
yea: 1927, Great Britain, 487; Irish Free State, 155; foreign countries, 16.

Leaders of the naval legislative com- 
mittees of Congress are preparing to 
push the adoption of a construction 
program to build to the llimits set by 
the London Treaty to give the United 
States parity with Great Britain, but 
with the Administration taking a stand 
in opposition to further naval build- 
ing, the future is anything but bright. 
Incident to the demand for 
“economy,” the “rotation plan” was put 
in operation. Although not a new plan, 
it is new in that it probably will be 
the accepted operating schedule in the 
future, although criticized by many 
officers of long experience and sound 
judgment. A reorganization of the 
fleet also was effected in 1931, by which

tion’s demands, force commanders and 
bureau chiefs cut operating expenses 
below what many believe to be the 
danger point in preparing the budget 
for next year. More than sixty mil- 
lion dollars were slashed from the 
original estimates on demand of the 
President, accompanied by an exten- 
sive argument in the press, with 
charges of “abysmal ignorance in 
starving the Navy” and “backfiring” 
being handed back and forth. 

Accomplishments of importance to 
the morale and comfort of the person- 
nel of the Services were rather few 
and far between, although the year 
was not without action on this score. 
The Navy line personnel bill was 
enacted, and voluntary retirement 
privileges extended to officers commis- 
sioned in the line of the Navy during 
the World War. 
was made toward improving the pro- 
motion prospects of the Staff Corps 
of the Navy, although many promo- 
tions resulted from the enactment of 
the Britten bill. 

The Marine Corps promotion bill 
failed, and Marine Headquarters set 
to work to draft a new one, which 
would set up the Navy’s selection sys- 
tem for the Corps. However, due to 
the President’s opposition to its cost, 
the bill was altered to give only 
“brevet” rank, in the hope of getting 
some relief this year. 

In the Army, some progress was 
made toward promotion relief, when 
the War Department for the first time 
backed a bill of its own. This measure, 
however, received little favor in Con- 
gress, both because of the unfavorable 
legislative situation and the insistence 
of leaders of the House military com- 
mittee for a revision of the promo- 
tion list. 

After the optimism of the services 
had been raised by Congress taking up 
the consideration of an increase of pay, 
obstecles thrown in its path by mem-

The curtailed strength of the Army 
remained stable during the year, al- 
though the Navy suffered a cut in en- 
listed strength of several thousand 
men, and the Marine Corps was cut 
three times bringing the enlisted 
strength to below the traditional five 
' to one ratio with the Navy. 
| A number of happenings had their 
| effect on the Navy system of promo- 
: tion by selection. The enactment of 
l the Britten bill wrought several 
changes in the procedure, and the Navy 
Department determined to divide the 
work of the board, by having selec- 
tions for commander made by a sepa- 
rate board. More far-reaching in its 
possibilities than these, however, was 
the action of the President in regard 
to the Medical Corps selections. His 
action in refusing to approve the rec- 
ommendations of a board because, ac- 
cording to general opinion, it did not 
include the name of a personal friend 
aroused a storm of protest and more 
may be heard of the episode.

! equipped with Marine squadrons. 

A settlement of the long-standing 
and vexing controversy over the aerial 
defense of the coast, was effected be- 
tween the Army and Navy, with the 
former given juridiction over the coast 
line, and the latter allowed to keep her 
present shore flying fields, aid to base 
| patrol boats at the outlying fields for 
' defense of trade routes. 

The Army Engineers completed dur- 
: ing the year an important survey in 
; Nicaragua, mapping out a prospective 
| path for the construction of an inter- 
| oceanic canal, and that same branch 
of the Army again came into the news, 
with a recommendation by the Presi- 
dent that the chief training function 
of the Corps be placed under a sug- 
gested Public Works Administrator. 

As a result of the insistent demand 
for economy, the Army Nursing 
School, an outgrowth of the World 
War, was abandoned and a number of 
Army posts listed for disposal. 

Threats against the efficiency of the 
National Guard are contained in the 
Administration’s budget now before 
Congress, armory drills and summer 
camp training being curtailed. 
| With a number of members of Con- 
| gress calling for further budget re- 
' ductions than the drastic ones made 

by the President, the military and na- 
val services can hardly expect much 
improvement in 1932. In some quar- 
ters, reduction in the number of Army 
_ officers is urged, in others curtailment 
of Government pay is demanded, while 
. the “little Navy” group is arming to 
prevent any new ship construction and 
to further reduce the existing fleet. 
Pay and promotion relief are doomed. 








USNR Training 


As a study aid to officers of the Naval 
Reserve taking the correspondence 
course in Navigation, the Bureau of 
Navigation has prepared a series of 
mimeographed notes which will be sup- 
plied with certain study assignments. 
explaining the difficulties which have 
caused general trouble with that sub- 
ject in the past. 
In announcing this addition to the 
correspondence course, the Bureau em- 
phasizes that it is merely an aid and 
does not contain anything which can- 
not now be found in the textbook. It 
has been suggested by many officers, it 
is stated, that the Navigation course be 
expanded, so as to make it more com- 
prehensible for officers of limited ex- 
perience. However, considering funds 
and personnel available, it is not pos- 
sible to establish a primary course in 
Navigation, and the present course, am- 
plified as announced must be continued 
to serve only officers qualified for the 
course, the Bureau declares. 
Many applications have been re- 
ceived by the Bureau from enlisted men 
of the Reserve desiring to take the 
course in Navigation. The policy is to 
approve these requests only when the 
applicant is of officer material and is 
training for a commission, the Bureau 
states, and generally speaking he should 
be a college graduate. 

The Bureau’s announcements per- 
neni to the course in Navigation fol- 
ow: 

“The Bureau has received from, sev- 
eral sources some excellent comments 
and suggestions on improvement of the 
Navigation Course, the general idea in 
each case being that the Course should 
be expanded, and include more of an 
instructional nature than is now fur- 
nished. The course as now furnished 
by the Bureau requires that the student 
instruct himself by study of the books 
indicated in the Bureau’s study assign- 
ments that accompany each problem. 
It has been the natural result that 
those officers of special classes who 
have had no experience afloat, or whose 
training in mathematics has not includ- 
ed spherical geometry and trigonometry 
have been at a disadvantage as com- 
pared with officers of sea-going expe- 
rience. 

“While the Bureau appreciates the 
spirit in which certain officers have 
asked for more personal and detailed 
instruction, it must be pointed out that 
the Bureau cannot hope, considering the 
funds and personnel available, to insti- 
tute and maintain a school of naviga- 
tion for those few officers whose lack 
of experience requires instruction in 
the primary details which are part of 
the general knowledge of the great ma- 
jority of officers of the Reserve. The 
Course cannot be considered a primary 
course,—to serve the greatest number, 
it must assume a certain amount of 
knowledge of the subject and proceed 
from that point. Those officers who are 
qualified to take the course will find no 
great difficulty in acquiring the neces- 
sary information from the study as- 
signments issued, and without specific 
instruction from the Bureau, which in- 
struction would, of necessity, simply 
parallel the phrasing of the textbook. 
“However, in order to make more 
clear certain points which have been 
generally misunderstood, there has been 
prepared a series of mimeographed 
notes which will be supplied with cer- 
tain study assignments, explaining the 
difficulties which have caused general 
trouble with that particular problem. 
These are in no way original, nor do 
they contain anything that can not be 
found in the textbook,—they are mere- 
ly index fingers pointing out a trouble- 
some spot, and emphasizing the correct 
solution where the student might, if 
left to puzzle out the information for 
himself, form an incorrect idea which 
would later have to be dislodged. 

“It is not the intention or desire of 
the Bureau to warn inexperienced of- 
ficers not to attempt the course,—far 
from it. The course is intended to be 
instructional in nature, and each and 
every officer is welcome to attempt it, 
to gain from it whatever he can. While 
the Bureau cannot provide detailed in- 
struction pamphlets for each officer 
who applies, those who do have trouble 
with the course are welcome to forward 
to the Bureau such specific questions 
as they see fit, and which require ex- 
planation.

ly to explain why the course does not 
include instruction other than by refer- 
ence to a standard textbook. 

“The Bureau continues to receive ap- 
plications from enlisted personnel of 
the Reserve Force for the Navigation 
Course. The policy is to approve those 
requests only when the immediate com- 
manding officer states that the appli- 
cant is of officer material and is train- 
ing for a commission. The command- 
ing officer’s statement that the appli- 
cant is of officer material imlpies that 
he has the basic education to undertake 
the study of navigation successfully. 
Fully half of those so recommended 
have been found to be lacking in the 
above requirement, indicating that the 
commanding officer’s investigation was 
either incomplete or else based on a 
faulty idea as to the educational stand- 
ard necessary. 

“In general, enlisted men so recom- 
mended should be college graduates, 
and their studies should have included 
all mathematics up to an including 
spherical geometry and spherical trig- 
onometry. In some cases, such as with 
rated quartermasters who have had ac- 
tive service, the above requirements 
are too strict, but in few cases will it 
be found that a man with less than a 
college degree, or else active evperience 
with navigation afloat, is qualified to 
take the course. In the future, enlisted 
applicants whose solutions indicate 
that they are lacking in the basic 
knowledge necessary for this course 
will be dropped from the course as soon 
as this becomes certain. In order to 
avoid the necessity for such action, com- 
manding officers should take every pre- 
caution to see that the qualifications 
are met before the application is sub- 
mitted.”

Ft. Sill, Okla.—One of the most in- 
teresting courses given at the Field 
Artillery School is the six weeks’ one 
for field officers of the National Guard 
and Reserve which commences Jan. 4, 
1932, and ends Feb. 13. 

There is a total of 236 instructional 
hours provided for in the schedule di- 
vided into Equitation, Horse manage- 
ment and Motors, 24 hours; Gunnery, 
42 hours; Materiel, 10 hours; Tactics 
and Communication, 122 hours, and 
general, including field exercises, 38 
hours. These are in turn in some in- 
stances apportioned differently depend- 
ent on whether the officer belongs to a 
motorized or horse drawn outfit. All 
take 6 hours of equitation but only 
the officers of horse drawn outfits take 
the 13 hours of Driving and Draft 
and the 5 hours of animal manage- 
ment, which includes shoeing and feed- 
ing. While they are thus engaged, the 
officers of the motorized units are put- 
ting in 18 hours on motor vehicles and 
the inspection thereof. 


Theory and practicai work are about | 


evenly divided in the Gunnery course 
and, because of the exceptional terrain 
features here at Ft. Sill, the actual 
firing is considered especially valuable. 
However, since this class of officers 
are in the field grades, the emphasis of 
the course is laid on tactics with the 
means of signal communication and 
the functioning of the associated arms, 
particularly the Infantry, stressed 
next.

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Cavalry Board Projects 
A NUMBER of interesting projects 
have been under test and observa- 
tion by the Cavalry Board at Ft. Riley, 
Kans., recently. Some of them are: 
a mohair pad, folding tables, Armored 
Car, T4, and improvements in the 
Browning Machine Gun. 
The Mohair Pad—The search for an 
jdeal pad for use under the saddle has 
been the-cause of innumerable experi- 
ments by troops stationd at Ft. Riley 
and by the Cavalry School, under the 
supervision of the Cavalry Board. 
Such a pad would have the combined 
qualities of good appearance, ability 
to absorb sweat without becoming 
stiff, entilation, freedom from _ ten- 
dency to scald, and general comfort to 
the horse without undue bulk under the 
saddle. 

The mohair pad is the nearest ob- 
tainable approach to this ideal. Indi- 
vidual officers purchased these pads, 
and the greatest cooperation was fur- 
nished the Board in its test. In some 
eases these articles have been in use 
for six years or longer without show- 
ing apparent wear. They are of ma- 
terial similar to that of the pads used 
with the Phillips pack saddle. They 
measure 27 by 30 inches and weigh 
about three pounds each. 

Folding Tables—Very favorable re- 
ports have been submitted recently by 
both the 2d and 13th Cavalry on the 
test of a folding table submitted by 
Brig. Gen. Charles J. Symmonds, USA, 
ret. The purpose of these tests was 
to ascertain whether or not the new 
article was superior to the issue table. 

The new table has stood up well in 
all tests, being of exceptionally rigid 
construction and comparatively light 
in weight. The legs are quickly and 
easily collopsed into such position as 
to protect them from being broken or 
sprung out of place in transport. The 
tables are easily set up and will sup- 
port the weight of a heavy man with- 
out any apparent strain. 

Armored Car, T4—The first of the 
new Cunningham six wheel, four-wheel 
drive armored cars has arrived at Ft. 
Riley from Aberdeen Proving Ground, 
Md., via Rock Island Arsenal, for test 
by the Cavalry Board. 

Troop A, First Armored Car Squad- 
ron has given this car a three weeks 
test and it has been sent to Ft. Bliss, 
Tex., for further test. Previously it 
underwent test at Ft. Eustis, Va. After 
completion of all its tests, another car 
will be built by the Ordnance Depart- 
ment embodying all approved changes. 
Plug Elimination—The Cavalry Board 
found, in its initia] report of test of 
the sights of the Browning Machine 
Gun, Model 1919 A-1, as the newly 
adopted Cavalry air cooled machine 
gun is now officially known, that the 





flash of this weapon is so excessive as | 


to prevent observation of strike by the 
gunner while firing. It was demon- 
strated that the removal of the muz- 
zle attachment plug would practically 
eliminate the flash. This operation 
had the effect of reducing the cyclic 
rate of the gun. It was considered 
highly desirable to eliminate the flash, 
without increasing the total length of 
the gun, and to incorporate a muzzle 
brake if possible for the purpose of 
added stability. It was not thought 
that the reduction in cyclic rate was 
as objectionable a8 the flash. 

Tests to ascertain these facts have 
borne out the Board’s contentions and 
have demonstrated that the removal 
of the muzzle attachment plug reduced 
the cyclic rate of fire of the gun by 
approximately 30 per cent, and that 
this reduction permits the employment 
of single shot firing—a very difficult 
problem with the muzzle plug in place. 
In addition, it was found that muzzle 
blast was almost entirely eliminated 


by the removal of the plug and that it 


did not appear until the gun became 
very hot. There were no malfunctions 
due to lack of power or recoil due to 
absence of the muzzle attachment 
plug, and the accuracy of the gun was 
materially improved thereby. The 
Ordnance Department suggested that 
absolute elimination of the plug would 
be inadvisable due to the possibility 
that sometime the action of the recoil 
mechanism of the gun might become 
sluggish and that in such case the at- 
tachment of the muzzle plug might be- 
come desirable. It has been recom- 
mended, therefore, that the plug be 
ee and carried in the spare parts 
Ox. 
Heavy Tripod Mount—The Board has 
been experimenting with various types 











of mounts for the Browning Machine 
Gun, Model 1919 A-1, as it recognized 
that this weapon, mounted on the 
Emergency Tank Tripod, Mark 1 E-1, 
is not highly accurate. 

As a result of these experiments, 
Capt. Thomas J. Heavey has produced 
a tripod mount, the total weight of 
which is 10% pounds. This mount can 
be quickly set up in two movements 
in negligible time. It can be readily 
packed and attached to the gun. The 
tripod is designed with two long legs 
to the rear and one short to the front. 

The yoke of the mount is very low, 
allowing the gun to set very close to 
the pintle. The feet have been en- 
larged considerably over the size of 
those of the tank tripod, and steel 
toe§ attached thereto for the purpose 
of obtaining maximum grip on the 
surface on which it is set up. This 
mount has a horizontal bar extended 
between the two rear legs and at a 
position approximately below the ele- 
vating bracket, upon which a slide 
block operates to provide for deflec- 
tion and to which is attached an ele- 
vating screw. When the traversing 
bar is used a minimum traverse of 
approximately 800 mills is obtainable. 
The slide block may be readily lifted 
from the traversing bar and _ the 
weapon is immediately a free gun. 











Firing tests with a gun mounted on 
this tripod have produced shot groups 
that compare favorably with those of 
a machine gun mounted on the tripod 
of the Browning Machine Gun, Model 
1917 (water cooled). 





Test Radio Sets 


HE Ford tri-motor airplane, which 

is equipped as a flying radio lab- 
oratory, left its home base at Wright 
Field, Dayton, Ohio, recently to spend 
a few days at Selfridge Field, Mich., 
in connection with the testing of West- 
ern Electric command sets. These 
sets, installed in airplanes of the First 
Pursuit Group, were recently rework- 
ed at Wright Field. 

Captain Rives of the Signal Corps, 
accompanied by Mr. Robe of the Air 
Corps Materiel Division at Dayton, 
and Lieutenant Halloman, pilot, made 
up the party, and were joined at 
Selfridge Field by Mr. Brymer, en- 
gineer for Western Electric. Much 
valuable infurmation was obtained by 
the pilots of the group flying planes 
equipped with the sets and aided in 
their tests by the personnel of the fly- 
ing laboratory.

Merchant Marine Reserve 


FFICERS of the Merchant Marine 

Naval Reserve have been warned 
by the Bureau of Navigation of the 
statutory requirement of undergoing 
a physical examination every four 
years, and .because of the difficulty 
sometimes experienced by the Bureau 
in keeping in touch with members of 
the class of the Reserve, they are 
urged to make arrangements for ex- 
amination as early as possible. 

“The attention of all officers of the 
Merchant Marine Reserve is called to 
the regulation that requires them to 
undergo examination for physical fit- 
ness every four years,” states the Bu- 
reau. “A great number of these of- 
ficers will be due for physical exami- 
nation before next June, and it is real- 
ized that in many cases the officers 
concerned will not be so located on the 
exact date due that they will be able 
to report for examination, being either 
at sea or where no naval medical of- 
ficer is available. Also, it is antici- 
pated that in some cases the notifica- 
tion by the commandant to the officer 
concerned that he is due for exami- 
nation will fail to reach the addressee. 
All officers who are due for examina- 
tion should attempt to foresee the 
conditions that will prevail at the end 
of their time limit, and take such 
steps as are necessary to have them- 
selves examined before the end of the 
four years, by applying to the District 
Commandant, especially if they know 
they will be absent from the country 
when the time limit for examination 


expires.”

Financial Digest 

Lr is useless to attempt to read into 

the market indications that truth- 
fully are not there, according to in- 
formation from E. A. Pierce & Co. 
Year-end adjustments of positions, 
shifting of accounts and other simi- 
lar manifestations, in effect, set-up a 
short moratorium on considerations 
which ordinarily govern the price di- 
rection of individual stocks. Doubt 
exists if there will be a material 
change in the tone of the market this 
week. American Telephone, Steel 
common, Bethlehem Steel and General 
Motors are among the issues which 
seemed to be in greatest supply last 
week, but liquidation does not auto- 
matically develop through the whole 
list when the accepted market leaders 
turn down. 

Of course, the stock market is con- 
tending against the rather general 
predictions that no business improve- 
ment need be expected in the early 
part of 1932. In so far as pure invest- 
ment policies are concerned a more 
logical case undoubtedly can be made 
out for the application of available 
funds to the purchase of bonds, and 
preferred stocks than for common 
stocks. It is considered likely that 
the larger part of January investment 
funds will be diverted in those direc- 
tions. 





Pursuit Gun Camera 


"THE First Pursuit Group, Selfridge 

Field, Mich., has been supplied with 
20 camera guns to be used in connec- 
tion with its tactical training. The 
guns are the G-3 type, made by the 
Gaertner Scientific Corporation, and are 
operated by a trigger fitted on the con- 
trol stick, the film roll being actuated 
by a strong spring. 

A test installation was made on a 
Boeing P-12 airplane and good results 
obtained. The remaining guns will be 
distributed to the squadrons and in- 
stalled in the near future. Eight guns 
will be used to equip one flight of two- 
seater pursuit type of airplane to be 
assigned to the 36th Pursuit Squadron. 
The remaining guns will be distributed 
to the other squadrons to be mounted 
as fixed guns. 

It is anticipated that the use of these 
camera guns in the tactical work of fhe 
First Pursuit Group will result in many 
enlightening comparisons. They will 
aid greatly in the solution of tactical 
problems of attack, formation and po- 
sition. Many arguments should be 
eliminated or at least settled, for on 
each exposure of the film there appears 
the exact time of the exposure and the 
target ship (if a hit was scored). Es- 
pecially important will be the use of 
camera guns in the work the group will 
perform in the formative period of two- 
seater pursuit tactics. Many interest- 
ing and instructive comparisons should 
result between the guns mounted on 
the two-seater pursuit airplanes and the 
guns fixed on the single seaters.

AMONG patents granted recently 
are three which may be of inter- 
est to members of the service. They 
are, an aeronautical propeller, a 
super sensitive head impact fuse and 
an apparatus for use in antiaircraft 
fire control.

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Navy Priority List 
PROPOSED legislation which would 
authorize the commissioning of the 
entire 1932 Naval Academy class, and 
extend to the Staff Corps the special 
retirement privileges granted non- 
Academy graduates of the Line, has 
been disapproved by the Bureau of the 
Budget. 
Despite this set-back, the Navy De- 
partment still has hope for the enact- 
ment of these vital measures and in- 
tends to make another attempt to se- 
cure budgetary approval. In case this 
appeal fails, there is reason to believe 
that Congress will act of its own ac- 
cord. 
Both of the measures would have 
had high priority on the legislative 
priority list which was sent to Con- 
gress this week. Disapproval of these 
two proposed bills, and other legisla- 
tive recommendations because of finan- 
cial objections reduced greatly the 
original priority list prepared by the 
-Navy Department. Originally the 
| Navy Department had twelve proposed 
| bills on the List of Essential Legisla- 
tion. As the list was received this 
week at the Capitol, however, it con- 
tained but five proposals. 

Heading the list is the Marine Corps 
personnel bill. Number Two is to re- 
move the ban on the employment of 
retired personnel by firms doing busi- 
ness with the Government, while the 
other three refer to the clothing al- 
lowance given recruits, to the Naval 
Petroleum Reserves, and to securing 
secrecy as to important military pat- 
ents. Accompanying the List of Es- 
| sential Legislation is a List of De- 
sirable Legislation, containing 25 bills 
proposed by the Navy Department. 

During the first week of the ses- 
sion, the Navy Department sent an 
incomplete priority list to Congress. 
This list, published in the Dec. 19 issue 
of the Army and Navy Journal con- 
tained only bills which did not involve 
any cost to the Government. The 
priority given the bills on this list was 
the original one allotted by the Navy 
Department, before the other measures 
were submitted to the Budget. The 
Marine Corps bill was deemed as the 
fifth most important bill to the wel- 
fare of the Navy, while the employ- 
ment of retired personnel measure was 
listed as number eight. As these are 
now given as the most essential legis- 
| lation desired by the Department, it 
may be seen that many projects of 
greater importance were omitted. 

The Navy Department’s recommen- 
dations as to the priority of legisla- 
tion as contained in the following lists, 
appear below. It will be seen that 
Numbers 4 and 5 on the Essential 
List and Numbers 10 and 17 on the 
Desirable List are omitted. This 
| means that bills assigned these num- 
| bers are still under consideration, 
either at the Budget or the Navy De- 
| partment. 

ESSENTIAL LEGISLATION
